Quirk's River Cocxtt, May 13, 1882. 
In a former letter reference was made to 
certain physical characteristics of northern 
Nevada, and to the industrial pursuits and 
resources of this region. 
Among other 
matters reference was made to Mary’s 
river. 
Many will recollect, as children, 
tracing on the old maps a short, crooked 
line—a sort of a poly wog wiggling in the 
midst of a peppered vacancy—emblazoned 
“ American Desert,” indicating a river 
commencing nowhere and ending nowhere, 
surrounded by a country suggesting a 
sterile idea of Sahara. 
The desert has 
mostly disappeared ; so has most of 


m a r t ’s r i v e r . 
The scratched line is still there, and so 
is the river, hut the name of the great 
German naturalist has superseded that of 
the squaw who had the honor of first giv­ 
ing it a distinctive designation. 
I have 
known men who insisted that the river 
was called Humboldt, because Humboldt 
discovered it. 
Washing off alkali dnst in 
the hot springs near Elko, men have been 
heard to bless the name of Baron Von 
Humboldt, and thank their good stars for 
his keen eyesight for steam clouds. 
Vet 
Humboldt never was within a thousand 
miles of this river. 
The explorer who did 
not discover America succeeded in affixing 
his name to it, like an epitaph on a tomb­ 
stone ; and the man who never saw, and 
possibiy never heard of this river, found 
a name here. It is rather a sorry reflection, 
too, as has been suggested, that the only 
geographical points which have been named 
after the greatest of the travelers of two 
continents, are a solitary bay on the coast 
of California and an insignificant stream in 
the interior of Nevada. 


ITS EARLIEST VISITORS 
Are unknown. 
When it was first seen by 
white men probably will never be ascer­ 
tained. 
The men who first struck out into 
this untracked region were more accus­ 
tomed to handling rilles than pens. 
There 
were selfish reasons, too, for keeping a 
close mouth, even had communication been 
possible. 
This was debatable ground. 
Beaver and otter were swimming in the 
waters, and these men were hunting for 
furs. 
Giving away their 
geographical 
knowledge would have been giving away 
their daily hardtack and 
bacon. 
The 
Canadian trappers of the Hudson Bay Fur 
Company were prohibited from disclosing 
the secrets of their expeditions. 
Its rival, 
the Russian Fur Company, was not more 
generous. 
The Astor American Fur Com­ 
pany, and the later St. Louis companies of 
independent trappers, were equally inter­ 
ested in secretly hunting out their own 
sections, and silently making them profita­ 
ble. 
This river was undoubtedly known 
to these associated traders, and probably 
to all of them, long before written history 
commenced here; 
but nothing is now 
known of their explorations, unless such 
information can be obtained by ransacking 
the ancient letter-files and official reports 
stowed away in the dusty chests of the 
home offices of those companiee. 


SOME ANTIQUARIAN 
May some day round his literary ambition 
by assorting the old records to be found 
there, and writing a new history of those 
comparatively 
dark 
ages. 
We 
know 
something of the immense operations of 
those fur companies at the north and west 
of this region for a long time anterior to 
1825, but nothing definite respecting this 
particular section before that date. 
The 
Russians were in California, as far south as 
Bodega and San Francisco. 
They named 
its majestic peak, Shasta. 
The French 
names of all the prominent points in Idaho 
attest the familiarity of the Canadian em. 
ployes of the Hudson Bay Company far to 
the east of old Fort Hall; 
T’ndoubtedly 
they knew the Humboldt as well as the 
Columbia. 
If so, they kept their knowl­ 
edge to themselves, for their own use. 
Several nations claimed this country until 
1S19, and it was a long time after that 
date before the boundary line was sur­ 
veyed. 
Each nationality did what was 
right in his own sight, and caught or 
bought as many furs as could be had for 
love or money. 
It was one of these that 
furnished the first known title to this 
river—a little episode of 


LOVE IN THE DESERT. 
In 1823 Salt Lake was discovered by the 
employes of the St. Louis Fur Company, 
and a rude fort erected there. In the sum­ 
mer of 1825 a company of about forty men 
and Indians, under the command of Cap­ 
tain Jerrediah S. Smith, started from that 
point westward, to explore a new trail 
through the unknown desert to California. 
He had an Indian wife named Mary, who 
seems to have known something of a por­ 
tion of the proposed route, by hearsay or 
otherwise. 
She with other Indians gnided 
Smith’s company to the head-watersof this 
stream, and Smith, affectionately or grate­ 
fully, gave it her name. 
It continued to 
ba known as such until 1840, when Colonel 
Fremont came down the same trail, and 
w ith questionable fastidiousness exchanged 
the name of the hnmble Indian woman for 
the more aristocratic title it now bears. 
For some years, however, it continued to 
wear its old 
name, 
and as 
Mary’s 
river was known 
to 
the early 
Cali­ 
fornia 
immigrants. 
Captain 
Smith 
is said to have been the first man who lead 
a company to California by this route. 
Government officials followed Fremont’s 
nomenclature on the charts of the main 
river, but the old name still is preserved 
for the head of the river, above a point 
near the present railroad station of Deeth, 
in Elko county. 
The river is evidently 
the remains of an ancient lake once occu­ 
pying this basin, corresponding to Bear 
river and Salt Lako now. 
Ruby and Clover 
lakes here yet indicate the extent of this 
vast inland fresh-water sea, which at some 
remote period broke down the rocky wall 
at I’alissdea and lost itself on the lower 
levels of the “ Sink.” 
IVhat is yet known 
as Mary’s river heads in the rugged vol­ 
canic mesas and cany ins of the Owyhee and 
Goose Creek mountains, along the line of 


THE FORTY SECOND PARALLEL OF LATITUDE. 
This is historical ground. 
Over sixty 
years ago here a boundary line was estab­ 
lished that fixed the northern limits of the 
Spanish empire on this continent. 
Hereia 
the great water shed sending its streams 
north and south. 
This dividing ridge 
meanders through the mountains westward 
to the Klamath lake region, and breaks 
oat again in the Siskiyou and Klamath 
mountains of California. 
The establish­ 
ment of this boundary settled an old and 
angry dispute involving five first-class 
(jowers. 
Spain claimed the country inde­ 
finitely northward as a portion of the Mex­ 
ican province; 
England claimed every­ 
thing southward to the Spanish territory ; 
Russia 
interposed interests ; 
France 
had previously held 
indefinite claims 
which 
had 
been 
transferred 
to the 
United 
States 
by 
-th e 
Ixmisiana 
purchase in 1804. 
When Jeffenon bought 
these claims he purchased " a pig in a 
poke.” 
He bought a country and then

I,ewi« and Clark’s expedition in 1805, 
and President Monroe secured it by the 
treaty of 
1819, by which the Spanish 
Viceroy’s authority was limited to the 
country south of the forty-second parallel 
—as afterwards Great Britain was re­ 
manded to the forty ninth, under Polk’s 
administration, in 1844. 
The pretensions 
of conflicting nationalities were mainly 
settled by this treaty of 1819. A boundary 
was then established that endures to this 
day ; fixed so indelibly that all the wars 
and purchases of later times have not 
annihilated it, separating American States 
and Territories]then undreamed of. 
This 
ia the boundary line of California, Nevada, 
Utah, Oregon and Idaho. 
A half dozen 
old, gray-haired statesmen, sitting around 
a green table in Europe, traced with their 
fiDgers on the old charts this natural 
divide, and one day after dinner peaceably 
settled the whole question of territorial 
rights on the Pacific slope. 
That day’s 
work left the United States in possession 
of the field. 


THE OLP MOUNTAINEERS, 
However, paid little regard to maps or in­ 
ternational treaties. 
The boundary line 
was imaginative. 
No surveyor stretched 
a ohain across that unknown wilderness for 
many years afterwards. 
The only mona. 


d by nature, indicated 
as the divide at the head of all the rivers. 
I t was difficult to trace, and the old mount­ 
aineers probably spent little time looking 
, for it. 
The trappers roamed over the 
country indiscriminately, undisturbed and 
' indifferent to foreign complications of peace 
»or war. 
Doubtless Russian standards have 
«littered in these valleys ; here the tricolor 
o< France, the croes of “ King George's 
mien,” the gorgeous banner of old Spain, 
anaj later, the green serpent of Mexico, 
havu flattered in the Hamboldt breezes, 
t\he admiration of wondering Pintes, 
Bannau-ka and Shoahones.

can mountaineers were irrepressible. They

the Missouri, Yfefrowstone and Colorado, 
restless, enterprising u n d always unsettled.

brain is the organ. 
The physical health of 
the brain-worker may be perfect, his diges­ 
tion unimpaired, his power to assimilate 
food the same, and 
yet he may not 
be able to concentrate 
his 
thoughts 
or carry

reasoning. 
The 
defect 
is 
not 
in 
his body ; that is as healthy as ever; nor 
is it in any of the processes of blood mak­ 
ing—these go on as before.

AS AN ALBUM. 
The employment of the fan as an auto­ 
graph album is an old Chinese idea, bat the 
Occident has not adopted the stiff fans of 
thin golden leaves, ivory or jade of the 
East, nor yet the bronze or iron fan of com­ 
mandment of the Japanese middle ages, 
which was baton and battle-ax in one. 
: The fans of ancient Egypt decidedly were 
not triflings. 
In its cosmogony the fan 
was the emblom of happiness and celeitial 
repose, and thns the fortnnato triumphator 
waa surrounded with fans an! flowering 
branches. 
Marietta Bey unearthed a stele 
on which was represented Osiris with hi« 
fan-bearer behind him ; the mural paint­ 
ings of Peni-Haasaan show women waving, 
square fans, and the frescoes of the palaca 
of Medinet-Abon at Thebes depict Ramem 
III. in all his glory, with a suite of fan- 
bearers agitating elegant fans of semi-circu­ 
lar shape, brilliantly painted, though, after 
all, not so splendid as those seen in the 
earlier triumph of Horus, when, it may be 
added, the fan was an accessory of exalted 
rank or an emblem of high military oom- 
mand. 
Its nse was as extensive among the 
Medes, Persians, Assyrians, hut it came 
into still greater prominence among the 
classical peoples. The two favored attend­ 
ants of tne haughty Roman matron, when­ 
ever she took her rides abroad, borne hl| 
apon the necks of ^Kves, were those 
bore her parasol 


a s a fasct 
Though the Ron an beauties did 
themselves, hut left that to their llj 
their gallants, they were not uns 
with tho code of the fan, as 
passage in Ovid’s " A r t of Love," where 
the use of the fan is preccribed as a potent 
weapon in the arsenal of fascination. L<ke 
the princess mentioned by the Sanscrit 
poet, the vestal virgins employed fans to 
keep the sacred fire glowing. 
All the 
«Greek writers, and especially the poete or 
raconteurs of the erotic sort, speak of the 
fan, end Paow describes the more elaborate 
fans as being made of feathers, arranged ¡K 
lotus form round a wooden handle. 
For 
lets stately occasions, however, a bough of 
the myrtle or acacia, or the superb leaf of 
the plane-tree, would be in requisition, and 
it is even contended that the tbyrsns itself 
had at least a secondary employment as a 
fan or sunshade. 
The tail ol the peacock 
came into great vogne with the damee ol 
Greece, especially in Phrygia, aa a fan or a 
model lor a fan, and the plnmea of the 
ostrich and the peacock were need alike for 
the earliest and most elaborate of Oriental 
fans. 
In the 
"A rabian N ights” 
the 
awakened sleeper, Abon-Hassan, who fan­ 
cies himself Commander of the Faithful, 
is waited upon and fanned hy seven fair 
maidens, to w it: 
Alabaster Neck, Coral 
Month, Sunbeam, Moonface, Heart's De­ 
light, 
Pleasnre-of-the-Eyes and 
Sugar­ 
Cane, with snch fans. 
Heligobalns, whose 
tastes were decidedly Oriental, employed 
in lien of a sceptre a fan splendid with 
golden leaves, jewels and painted feathers. 


OTHER USES OF THE FAN. 
The sacred fire of the Persian kings, 
which was borne to war on a chariot drawn 
by four white horses and escorted by 365 
youths clad all in yellow, was too sacred to 
be kindled into activity by the breath, and 
so nse was made of a fan. 
The fan of pea­ 
cock's foathers, snch as Propertius de- 
.scribes, was one of tho attributes of the 
■south of-August ppreonified. as witness a 
painting? nn*arthe<l at ttnrcalancnm, and a 
similar fan hangs beside the tntelary deity 
of that month in some of the old calendar». 
The fan appears fre<piently on Etruscan 
antiquities, and in many and curious forms, 
though the general idea is always the same 
—a handle and a flat surface attached, ae 
modern fan». 
One well-known vare 
shows a courtesan placing a wreath of 
flowers on the head of her soldier-lovcr, 
while a tlabeliifera standa,bebind her «hair, 
and a girl playing on the double-flute 
dances softly before them ; sad another 
represents a Roman beauty couched negli­ 
gently on her lectulut while a naked slave- 
girl anoints her with jrerfnme, and another 
girl behind fans her gently with a tabello, 
one f the small tablet fans such as Ov:d 
speaks of in the third book of his " A i t 
of Love."

IN WORSiU 
Acoordicg to St. Jerome, it’ 
blem of continence, and an old French 
book on religious customs and ceremonies 
records that the Apostle James recom­ 
mended the use of the sacred fan in hui 
liturgy. 
The great feather fana brought 
from Asia to the Roman Court by the 
Eastern Emperors survive in the fans borne 
beside the Pope, as not the least character­ 
istic of the insignia of his office.

flabellum was employed till the close of the 
thirteenth century to protect the priest of­ 
ficiating at mass from heat and insect».

former fan was exhibited im 1867 at the 
Paris Exposition. 
It was not unlike our 
modern fans in shape, but with a wider 
spread and a longer handle.

embellished with figures of eaints, each 
with the golden nimbus and the nan* 
written in uncials of the ninth centmy, 
surrounded by Byzantine traceries and lo- 
liage, with animals and monster*, the 
whole forming a design of unique beauty 
and importance.

which it waa at the beginning of Grant’s 
first term. 
Whether the optimistic view of Gar­ 
field's intentions was well grounded or 
not, need not be considered here. It is 
enough that he had been elected on a dis­ 
tinct basis of opposition to “ Grantism” 
and “ Buesiam," and that the -enthusiasm 
behind him represented the hopes and ex­ 
pectations of the reform element in the 
party. That element has reluctantly and 
slowly reached the conclusion that it can­ 
not rely upon the present Administration 
to take np and oarry forward the Garfield 
ideas ; that, on the contrary, it has given 
itself wholly into tho hands of the “ Stal- 
“ warts." Believing, then, that it is use­ 
less to look for any voluntary reform in 
that-direction, and unwilling longer to aup- 
port leaders who abuse their opportunities 
and degrade their party, these Republicans 
have at last determined to separate them­ 
selves from “ Bossism ” altogether, and to 
see wbother it is not possible to rebuke 
that faction by showing it that it neither 
is nor controls the Republican party. 
The Independents have taken all that is 
sound in the Republican doctrine, with the 
ono exception of Protection, and it could 
not be expected that any party in Pennsyl- 
I vania would be able at present to free it­ 
self from that abase. In all other respects 
the platform is strong and clem and clear, 
and Republicans can stand upon it without 
any qnaltrs or doubts. 
The best feature 
of it is the emphatic assertion of the neces 
sity of Civil Service reform. This vital 
issne is thus brought to the front and fixsd 
there. The voters of Pennsylvania will 
have to declare themselves upon it, and the 
canvass will serve as an edncational agency 
from whioh the whole country will benefit. 
For the first time the spoilsmen will be 
forced on the defensive. They have never 
been really troubled by their “ machine ” 
principles before, because their only 
formidable opponents were the Democrats, 
and everyone knows that the Democrats 
hold to the spoils doctrine qnite as strongly 
as the Republicans. Now, however, the 
conditions are changed. The spoilsmen 
are called upon to support their practice 
by argument, and they assuredly have a 
very disagreeable task before them. 
The force of the new movement may be 
gathered from the admissions of its sup 
porters. They declare that for many years 
past the Republicans of Pennsylvania have 
not been represented at all. 
Senator 
Stewart, the nominee for Governor, in 
accepting the honor conferred npon him 
by the Convention, said : “ The honest 
“ convictions of the Republicans of Penn- 
“ sylvania have not found expression in 
“ any real Convention held during the last 
“ decade." There is a great deal of sig­ 
nificance in this. When the intelligence 
and honesty of a party has submitted to 
repression and misrepresentation for ten 
years, and at last revolts against corruption 
and partisan tyranny, it brings to the act 
of rebellion the accumulated exasperation 
and indignation of those ten yeare of mis­ 
rule, and is thus supplied with a fund of 
energy very mnch more than sufficient to 
carry it (Brough a campaign. 
So respectable, earnest, patriotio and 
vigorous is this movement that it seems 
possible for it to carry the State. But 
whether it can disintegrate the spoils ring 
at once, or can only defeat it by handing 
over the State to the Democrat*, we can­ 
not doubt that it will destroy “ Bossism ” 
in Pennsylvania, and shake “ Stalwartism” 
in its retrenchments throughout the coun­ 
try. For the opposition dare not enter 
upon a free discussion of the points in 
issue. It dare not undertake to defend 
tho spoils system aod all that it involves, 
openly.

THE ARREARS OF RENT BILL. 
So far as can be gathered from the im­ 
perfect descriptions of the measure which 
have been telegraphed, the arrears of rent 
bill appears to offer the most important 
advantages to the Irish tenant farmers, 
though at a cost to the Government of very 
dangerous concessions. It is said that its 
effect will be to lift some 300,000 tenants 
out of a perfect Slough of Despond, by re­ 
lieving them of the hopeless burden of 
from ten to fifteen years arrears oí rent, 
which they never could have paid, and 
which made them helpless, and little better 
than serfs. The relief will, it is said, ex­ 
tend altogether to nearly 600,000 tenants, 
representing 3,500,000 souls. It will give 
all these people a fresh chance in life, 
Tney will start out free from debt, ao far 
as rent is concerned, and with the amount 
of one year’s rent in their hands. Snch a 
measure can only be characterized as revo­ 
lutionary. It will change the condition of 
more than half the Irish people, and, in 
conjunction with the Land Act, it ought 
to enable them to assume an entirely new 
and greatly improved position. It wonld 
seem that with the oomplete accomplish­ 
ment of the changes involved in this most 
radical measure the principle grievances 
of Ireland must cease to exist. Causes of 
dissatisfaction no doubt will remain so 
long as home rale has not been granted, 
but the important 
point 
is that 
these grievances will thenceforward be 
solely political ones, and will not be com­ 
plicated by queBtions of popular suffering, 
indigence and debt. Of conree if the ten­ 
ants do not helpthemrelves they can easily 
drift back into their former embarrass­ 
ment. The Government cannot provent men 
from getting in debt, though it may pay 
their debts. But when the best is said 
that can he conceived for the possibilities 
of the Irish situation, the Government has 
still another great difficulty to encounter, 
and that ii the effect of this measure upon 


THE GENUINE COUNTERFEIT BONDS. 
The Government and Treasury Depart, 
meat may well be agitated if the report be 
true that impressions of the plates from 
which the bonds are printed have been 
procured by counterfeiters, and nobody 
know* how many bonds struck off by them. 
For it is evident that if this is the case it 
will be almost impossible to distinguish be­ 
tween the true and the false bonds. Being 
struck off from the same plates they must 
be identical, and we suppose that the coun­ 
terfeits coaid only be detected by a pain­ 
ful tracing np of the disposition and 
numbering of the genuine ones. 
Even 
discovery of duplications would not af­ 
ford any cine, since it wonld then be next 
to impossible to determine which of the 
duplicates was the real bond. Nor can the 
Government have any guarantee that it 
has got to the bottom of this business, for 
no matter how many impressions of the 
dies may be surrendered or discovered, it 
is always possible and even probable that 
as many more have escaped detection or 
been withheld. It is highly improbable 
that the men who had such a “ bonanza " 
would be willing to give it up, especially 
as they must be fully aware of the Govern­ 
ment's helplessness. And it is evident 
that the effect of this most alarming dis­ 
covery npon the bonds themselves must be 
very serioas. It appears that copies, or to 
speak more correctly, duplicates, of bonds 
have been struck off in unknown quanti­ 
ties, and that the makers of these du­ 
plicates still 
hold the dies. 
The 
Government cannot ascertain how many 
duplicate bonds have been put on the mar­ 
ket, nor can it put a stop to the duplica­ 
tion of these bonds. It is therefore possi 
ble that the holders of all such bonds may 
be panic-struck, aud that they may depre­ 
ciate, and it is difficult to see what coarse 
the Government can take in the circum­ 
stances. Should Congress be appealed to 
to protect the issue by guaranteeing the pay 
ment of all bonds of that issue—a resort 
which might be thought necessary because 
of the impossibility of distinguishing tbe 
false from the true bonds—this measure 
would perhaps only serve aB a premium 
upon counterfeiting, since it would secare 
a market for as many new duplicates as the 
forgers coaid make. The situation appears 
to be the most serious that has ever oc­ 
curred in connection with the Government 
securities, and it does not seem that the 
Treasury Department is at all confident of 
its ability to cure the evil. Two absolutely 
indispensable factors are lacking, viz., 
knowledge of the number of bonds dupli­ 
cated, and assurance as to the, cessation 
of the business. At present, in fact, the 
counterfeiters hold the trump cards, and 
the Government detectives have nothing re 
their hands. How this will end it is im­ 
possible to conjecture, bnt it is already ap­ 
parent that it may produce very serious 
and mischievous complications. 


A BUNKO HAN'S POLICY. 
The rascal who decoyed the venerable 
Charles Francis Adams into his den, and 
then swindled him out of checks for $20,­ 
000, has been put on trial, no doubt 
greatly to hia surprise, and aot a little to 
the shaking of his favorite theory. Ac­ 
cording to his own confession he had been 
for a long time practicing the same kind of 
frand upon well-connected and highly- 
respectable persons. He did not attempt 
to persuade them that they were not being 
robbed, bnt boldly relied npon their fear 
of what society wonld say of them, to ob­ 
tain hia plunder. It appears that his 
knowledge of the weakness of most men 
under snch circumstances had stood him 
in good stead nntil he tried the trick on 
Charlea Francis Adams. He then discov­ 
ered that John Quincy Adams was in no 
way disposed to pay $20,000 for the privi. 
lege of keeping his father’s name ont of 
the papers, and that on the contrary he 
was very firmly resolved to arrest and 
prosecute the impudent scoundrel who had 
the hardihood to come to him with 
a demand for the money. 
This caee 
shows, 
however, 
what indeed 
has 
never been a secret to shrewd observers, 
that for the most part a swindler can safely 
trade upon the fear men entertain of pub­ 
lic opinion. Here ia a “ bunko-stcerer" 
who hardly took any trouble to deceive his 
victims, being confident that if he once got 
them into hie den, and had induced them 
to play at some of hia swindling games, 
they would submit to blackmail rather 
than have the fact known. No doubt in 
most cases it is mere egotism that makes 
men submit to these frauds. They cannot 
endure that their friends should have the 
opportunity of laughing at them, or shonld 
be given reason to think lightly of their 
sagacity. 
This 
the “ bunko-steerer ” 
knows, and he traffics securely npon the 
frailties of mankind. John Quincy Adams, 
however, has shown how to deal with this 
class of cases. Before a resolute purpose 
tbe swindler ia defenseless, and then his 
turn for punishment arrives, as in the 
present instance.

Mr. Milter, of the Elections 
Committee, understood the point to ba based 
on the constitutional power vested iu the 
House to judge of the qualiucation and elec­ 
tion of its members.

The question of the right of a member to Mb 
seat was of the highest privilege, and no tule of 
the House could be exercised by the minority 
to prevent a quorum from performing its con­ 
stitutional right, and should the Speaker sus­ 
tain tho ruling he would refuse to entertain 
any dilatory motions from the Democrats. 
Congressman Carlisle (Democrat) said there 
was a long lino of precedents to sustain the 
right of any member to raise a question of 
consideration against an election case, and to 
say that a member had not the right to meve 
to adj -urn would be to brand its author as a 
fool.

H m eltlng W orks D estroyed by F ire. 
L eadville (Col.), May 25th.—Early this 
morning the Grant Company’s smelting works 
were completely destroyed by fire. The 
origin of the fire is supposed to have been au 
explosion in the furnace. The loss is esti­ 
mated at between $300,000 and $100,000 ; 
insurance, $65,000. 
These works were the 
largest of the kind in the world. Over 300 
men are thrown out of employment here and 
quite a number at Omaha, where the refining 
works of this company are located. The 
works will be rebuilt. 
Reign of T error In Louisiana. 
B aton Rouge, May 25th.—A reign of 
terror exists in St. Martin’s parish over the 
lynching of Joseph E. .Jenkins and Eugene 
Azar, a negro, on the 16th instant. Bands 
of armed negroes are going about in St. Mar­ 
tinsville swearing vengeance, and a war of 
races is imminent. Sixteen of the lynchers 
have been arrested, and are now in the parish 
jail. The lynching of the two men waa par­ 
ticularly atrocious. Jenkins’ hands ware not 
tied, and when he grasped the rope the 
lynchers broke both of his arms. His wife, 
who was among the spectators, also earnestly 
begged for his life. He had the week previ­ 
ously waylaid his brother-in-law, Raphael 
Castilie, near the Breaux bridge, and shot 
and killed him. Azar had been arrested 
some time previous for killing a young man 
at Thibodeaux, but at the inquest the 
killing appeared to be in self-defenre, and he 
was let out on $300 bail.

The C hrlstlancy D ivorce Case—Testimony 
of (he Ex-Senator, 
W ashington, May 25th.—In the Chris- 
tiancy divorce suit, the testimony ot ex­ 
Senator Christiancy ia being taken. In con­ 
nection with it several important letters have 
been put in, amoDg them a letter written by 
Christiancy on the 18*.h of August, 1878, to 
his wife’s father, W. Lugenbeel, with regard 
to Mrs. Chnstiancy’s alleged bad conduct. 
It begins with reference to correspondence 
between himself and Miss Lugenbeel before 
their marriage, correspondence in which 
Christiancy says he endeavored to carefully 
and scrupulously convince her that she 
ought not to marry him, and in which 
he 
insisted 
many 
times that ^ she 
should reconsider the matter. He admitted 
that he loved her, and said if after a full and 
mature consideration she still wished to 
marry him, he would consent. He declared 
that she still wished him to make her his 
wife, and as a gentleman he had only one 
course to take. The marriage took place, 
and if the love which she professed for him 
had really existed, nothing, he Bays, could 
have made him happier. On the morning of 
the wedding, however, she heard of the return 
of James Lugenbeel and fainted. When they 
reached Philadelphia, and ware alone, she 
told him she bad been engaged to Lugenbeel; 
that the engagement had been broken, and 
she did not know how deeply she loved him 
until hi» name was mentioned. She said she 
had perjured herself in her marriage vows, 
was miserable, and wanted a divorce forth­ 
with. When they returned to this city, all 
went well until she met Lugenbeel in an art 
gallery, and from that time she aeemad de­ 
jected aud desperate, and a^ain asked for a 
divorce, áoon after this Frank Anderson 
became attentive to her, and her affections 
seemed to attach themselves alternatively 
him and to Lugenbeel. Again came the 
frenzy for a divorce. Finally ehe quieted 
down and arpsarod to think more 
of her hu-baod. After ?he returned in 
August, 1876, her love for Anderson broke 
out afresh, and her hatred fur her husband 
Increased. She slso had a fondness for Sam 
Register, of Baltimore, and for one Mayer. 
She often declared she wished her husband 
dead, and said he waa all thr.t stood between 
her and happiness.

drawbacks we have had to encounter.—

A Pajaro man, in Santa Cruz county, 
went home the other day and fonnd his 
cow puffed up like an angry hop-toad. 
Several remedies had been tried on the cow 
before the arrival of the owner, but to no 
good purpose. 
Her speedy death was 
prophesied, and would no doubt have taken 
place had not her owner cast bis eye upon 
a piece of three-quarter-inch rubber hose. 
He grasped that hose, smoothed and greased 
the end of it, pushed it down the cow’s 
throat as far as her first stomach, and that 
bloated cow immediately collapted to her 
natural size. The bloat gas escaped through 
the hose and the cow escaped death. 
The Winnemucca Silver State says that 
Noches, the Pinte chief, is in town. 
He 
says the Indians have received news of 
troubles among the Bannocks and Sho­ 
shones. 
He says two parties of Bannocks 
were out hunting and had a fight in the 
night, mistaking each other for enemies. 
Two men were killed, and their scalps 
were brooght to Dock valley, where the 
Indians held a war-d&nce. 
Some white 
men who saw the performance, and not 
understanding its meaning, reported that 
the reservation Indians were going on the 
war-path. 
General Kelton wants Natches 
to go to Dnck valley and ascertain the 
cause of the rumored troubles, but as no 
provision was made for paying his expenses 
he cannot well go. 
Nevada H erald: There was found in the 
China diggings at Moore’s Flat, on Sun­ 
day, a quartz bowlder weighing eighty- 
five pounds, which, our informant says, is 
quite a curiosity. 
The rock is egg-shaped, 
and extending nearly around the center of 
it is a band of gold leaf. 
The band is not 
regular in size, in some places being nearly 
an inch wide and in others rednced almost 
to a thread. 
The bowlder looks as though 
it had been rolled over a large streak of gold 
and some of the precions metal had ad­ 
hered to it. 
Whether the gold extends 
through the rock is not known, as it has 
not yet been broken open. 
Several who 
have viewed the specimen estimate that 
there are ten pounds of gold in it, hat this 
is mere guess-work. 
Saline valley is one of the most remark­ 
able places among the most remarkable on 
the coast. 
If the lofty intervening Inyo 
range were out of the way it would not 
exceed fifteen miles distance from this, 
Owens valley. 
Yet it undoubtedly lies at 
one or two thousand feet lower altitude. 
It is simply an immense basin, say twelve 
by twenty-five miles in size, in the earth, 
surrounded on all sideB with great mount­ 
ains. 
At its lowest point of depression, 
immediately at the foot of the Inyo range, 
is found some 1,200 acres of pure salt— 
millions of tons of it, glistening like crusted 
snow. 
Bordering on this on all sides, ex 
cept the west, comes miles square of sandy, 
dusty lands, caustic with alkali, borax, or 
some similar deposits, and presumed to be 
valuable on account of the same. 
On the 
opposite or western side is found a strip of 
rich, alluvial lands, one by three miles, 
perhaps, in extent, affording fair grazing 
throughout, a good portion of it being 
nutritious swamp grasses.—[Inyo 
Inde­ 
pendent.

F ort T ho m a s, May 25th — Esketleschew, 
chief of the Coyotero Apaches, has visited 
Col. Albert G. Brackett, of the Third Caval­ 
ry, commanding this post, and made in sub­ 
a Unce the following stotement: He wishes 
the Government to allow his people to go- 
back and live at their old home in the White 
mountains, where there is plenty of grass and 
water for stock-raising, and where they can 
farm. 
He complains tlust the sub-agoncy is 
unhealthy, and that the Und is unproductive, 
and that no wster can be had there for farm­ 
ing purposes. 
All they desire is to be per­ 
mitted to go where they can 
msko s 
living, 
and 
if 
tbey 
are 
allowed 
to 
return they will not ask the Government for 
assistance of aoy kind, as they can support 
themselves by farming, selling hay, grain and 
wood to the garrison. They yet have some 
stock not taken by the hostile*, which win 
enable them in a few years to have a sufficient 
number. 
He also stated that be wished the 
military to protect them from the Americans, 
Mexicans and hostile Indians. 
The chief 
said he would like to have the Preeident send 
him a medal like the one Grant sent to his 
brother. Chief Pedro. He desired that Major 
Randall, or Bome other equally good officer, 
would command them. 
Referring to the 
canse of 
the 
Chiricahna 
outbreak, 
he 
said it was caused by Agent Tiffany not 
assisting them to make water ditches to irri­ 
gate their land. 
Two of the Chiefs, Juh and 
Xelclise, went on twe different occasions to 
Tiffany, begging for his assistance in getting 
out the ditches, and that Tiffany would not 
reply or give them any satisfaction whatever. 
This is an important diECovery, as it undoubt­ 
edly places one of the causes, if not the 
principal cause, of the outbreak. 
A council 
has lately been held by the two White 
mountain tribes, and the Sierra Ancha and 
Arivapo tribes, in which this chief was con­ 
sidered the leading spirit, and his oomiDg to 
hold a council with Colonel Brackett was at 
the request of tho Indian Cooncil. 
He 
speaks in positive terms that they desire no 
assistance from the Government, but protec­ 
tion and the privilege to cultivate their own 
lands. This chief stated that be represented 
fifteen chiefs of different bands of Apaches, 
who had sent him with this message, and 
hence he spoke by authority.
